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THE  EXCEEDINGLY  RARE  JOLA  FROM  NEW  SPAIN  (TEXAS) 


In  1818,  in  San  Antonio,  then  the  farthest  outpost  of  Texas,  an  acute  shortage  of 
small  change  was  crippling  commerce.  Housewives,  knowing  that  change  was  not  avail¬ 
able,  took  their  largest  coins  to  market,  thus  forcing  the  merchants  to  give  credit  and 
wait  for  payment.  To  rectify  this  situation,  then  Governor  Martinez  decreed  that  Don 
Jose  Antonio  de  la  Garza  he  allowed  to  mint  “500  pesos  of  small  copper  coins’’  each  with 
a  value  of  half  a  real,  or  614  centavos.  These  were  to  superceed  a  similar  piece  which  he 
had  authorized  in  1817,  for  another  merchant,  Don  Manuel  Barrera,  none  of  whose  coins 
have  ever  been  found.  De  la  Garza  was  to  redeem  and  destroy  all  of  Barrera’s  coins, 
exchanging  them  for  his  own. 

While  8000  were  authorized,  no  record  of  how  many  were  actually  minted  is  known. 
What  is  known,  is  that  only  a  drawing  in  an  old  book  pointed  to  the  existence  of  de  la 
Garza’s  coppers.  Then,  in  1959,  a  workman  excavated  60  pieces  while  digging  along  the 
San  Antonio  River.  These,  together  with  one  more  piece  found  in  1939,  are  the  only 
relics  of  this  great  historic  coin.  Of  the  61,  only  about  a  dozen  are  in  the  hands  of 
private  collectors,  the  remainder  being  incarcerated  in  museums. 

In  the  years  that  the  jola  circulated,  Mexico,  under  Gen.  (later  Emperor)  Augustin 
de  Iturbide,  was  fighting  for  its  independence  from  Spain.  This  was  accomplished  in 
1821,  and  the  cruel  Iturbide  set  out  to  unify  Mexico.  Fearing  that  New  Spain  would  fall, 
and  that  Iturbide  would  feel  that  he  was  minting  the  coins  to  finance  a  revolution,  de  la 
Garza  recalled  and  destroyed  every  jola  he  could  find  in  1822,  thus  accounting  for  their 
rarity  today.  The  sixty  remainders  were  possibly  buried  deliberately  by  someone  who 
feared  the  same,  but  hoped  to  retrieve  the  pieces  when  the  danger  was  over.
